NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—After a day and 
night of the most remarkable campaigning 
in his life, William J. Bryan left New 
york early this morning for a day’s run up 
Dunkirk way.

HERO OF TWO WARS PASSED SUD- 
DENLY AWAY. 


ONE OF MISSOURI'S PIONEERS. 


Father of the Late Ex-Congressman 
Frost and of Lady Molesworth 
of London, England. 


Gen. Daniel M. Frost, a hero of two wars, 
G@ied suddenly at his country home, Hazel- 
wood, Monday night. Arrangements for the 


funera! are now being made. 

Gen. Frost’s career was an eventful one. 
He was born in New York 67 years ago, 
and graduated in 1844 from West Point Mill- 
tary Academy. He served under Gen. Scott 
in the Mexican war, and was brevetted for 
bravery at Cerro Gordo. He was the found- 
er of Fort Vancouver, Ore., where he went 
in 1848. : 

Returning to Missouri Gen. Frost was 
elected state senator and from his active 
interest in military affairs came to be placed 
in command of the militia at Camp Jackson, 
He espoused the Confederate cause, and 
served for two years in the army of the 
Confederacy. 

Gen. Frost was three times married, and 
was the father of 11 children. One of his
